LONDON, Dec. 20 —Miserabla rain, fog
and dirt made Christmas week one of evil
memory for England, Depressing gloom,
in thorough harmony with the wenther
scitled over the country. The coasls were
kirewn with wrecks, commerce was out of
Joint and the public was bitterly digesting
the critielem of the British army. The de-
mand for Major General Sir Henry B. Col-
ville's resignation, thrown as a sop, only
sorved to whet the ravenous appetite of
those who aro howling for the responsihility
of the reverses In South Africa being
brought home to Individuals, More heads
are demanded. Where 8o maby must be
blamed, it is felt that the gelection of Gen-
oral Colville is woetully inadequate. if not
unfair. Indeed it ix already sald that had
not the yemonary force at Lindley, which
Colville falled 1o relieve, included some of
the nobllity and other influentinl persons,
Colville would never have been recalled.
The bitterness felt by these yeomanry at
being compelled to surrender because, ns
they allege, Jolville refused to render the
uld within hisn power, has never died out
and It probably will result In one of the
most interesting  court-martinls in the
unnals of the British army, upon the re-
sult of which will depend the fate of
several other high ofMeers, who have proved
unequal to the occasion

For
months both men and ships have been kept
in an unusual state of readiness and there
are now bullding io British yards no fewer
than eleven battleships, nineteem cruisers
and fourteen smaller vessels, totaling
nearly 400,000 tons, These exclude vessels
which have been tried, but are unfinished.
